The government crisis which 
erupted suddenly and unexpectedly 
last week when the coalition and 
opposition tied 58-58 in a no- 
confidence vote has subsided_for 
the moment--Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin apparently now 
had the long-term objective of call- 
ing early elections by the end of 
1982. He said last week that an early 
poll was inevitable. His short-term 
aim is to weather the political storm 
until the April 25 withdrawal from 
Sinai if possible because he feels 
sure that after that his 6[-plus ma- 
jority in the 120-member Knesset 
will be restored, 

Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich predicted at the weekend 
that new elections would be held 
within the year, He said in @ radio in- 
lerview that the prime minister 
wanted the approval of the religious 
parties first, lo avoid the Alignment 
co-opting them. He was sure the 
religious parties and the ruling 
Likud would emerge from new elec- 
tions stronger than they are now. 

A tie vote did not require the 
government's resignation con- 
stitutionally, but Begin had told col- 
leagues earlier that he was inclined 
to resign if he did not receive a ma- 
jority in rejecting the no-confidence 
motions, which had been in- 
troduced by opposition parties over 
the government's handling of 
national affairs, and particularly the 
situation in the administered areas. 

In the event, the cabinet voted 12 
to six to persuade the prime 
minister to remain in office. The 
cabinet had gone into emergency 
session in the Knesset after the vote. 
Tronically, it was not the left-wing 
section of the opposition which 
gave the dramatic turn to events, 
but right-wingers. 

There was an air of tension 
throughout the five and a half hour 
Knesset session, with six members 
playing their cards close to their 
chests, giving no clear hint of which 
way they would vote, Three of the 
six were from the ultra-nationalist 
Tehiya, vigorously opposed to the 
withdrawal from Sinai and hoping 
that their vote could somehow 
change the political situation to pre- 
vent this, Rabbi Halim Druckman, 
maverick member of the National 
Religious Party (part of the coali- 
tion), also voted against the goverh- 
ment to protest against the Sinai 
withdrawal. The other two surprise 
votes came from the. two-member 
Telem faction, which hoped a crisis 
would catalyse the formation of a 
national unity coalition — with a 
place in it for them. 

The coalition parties whose 
ministers made Begin stay put had 
no inclination for a change just now. 
The time might be ripe after the 
Sinai withdrawal, most of — 
_but not before.

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New twist in West Bank unrest

The unrest on the West Bank 
quietened as the week began, but 
there was concern here over the 
possible effects of a one-day “sym- 
pathy strike” called by Israel Arabs 
for later in the week, 

The cabinet, at its regular weekly 
meeting Sunday, discussed the 
situation and stated it will “continue 
unhesilatingly” its action “to ensure 
peace in Judea-and-Samaria (West 
Bank) and the Gaza Strip.” 

The West Bank turmoil follows ἃ 
series of actions aimed at con- 
solidating the Israeli Civil Ad- 
ministration as main coordinating 
body for everyday life in the ad- 
ministered areas. 

Three West Bank mayors — all of 
them supporters of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization — were 
dismissed by Israeli authorities, two 
last week and one the previous 
week. 

The protests aginst these 
measures have so far claimed six 
lives — five Palestinians and one 
Istavir soldivs — and the number of 
injured has run into the dozens. 

Israeli military and civilian vehi- 
cles, including tourist buses, have 
been stoned, roads blocked with 
burning tyres. A commercial strike 
spread throughout the West Bank 
and East Jerusalem, but was only 
partially observed. Many 
shopkeepers were forced to open 
their premises by the authorities, 
who claimed that businessmen were 
being intimidated by PLO elements. 

The uncovering of a secret PLO 
plan to incite a May uprising in the 
West Bank and Gaza sparked the 
Israeli decision to fire the three 
mayors, 8 spokesman for Prime 
Minister Begin said. 

The spokesman, Uri Porat, con- 
firmed the existence of the alleged 
plan, which was leaked to the 
newspaper Ma‘ariv, 

The plan called for “unpreceden- 
ted demonstrations" in the ad- 
ministered areas along with the

The government's policies in the 
West Bank and its extension of

fall on “Land Day,” marking a 1976 
protest against the threatened ex- 
propriation of Arab lands inside 
Israel. Six Arabs were killed and 31 
wounded in clashes with security 
forces in the 1976 protest, but since 
then the day has passed quietly. 

On Saturday, two Israeli Arab 
organizations — the Committee for 
the Defence of Arab Lands and the 
National Commities of Heads of 
Arab Local Councils — called on all 
(sraeli Arabs to strike for one day,

On Friday thousands of Israeli 
Arab school children stayed home in 
Nazareth to protest the govern- 
ments actions in the West Bank in 
the first such strike by Israeli Arabs 
over events in the administered 
areas since 1967, 

The Nazareth disturbances con- 
tinued on Saturday, with tires being 
ignited on streets and an Israeli bus 
stoned. The Isracli Arab 
demonstrators also chanted "Down 
with the Zionist Occupation!” and 
“Long Live Palestine!" 

There were also demonstrations 
by Israeli Arabs in Acre. Two 
protesters were injured and more 
than a dozen were arrested wheq 
the police broke up the rally. 

Binyamin Gur-Arye, Premier 
Begin’a adviser on Arab Affairs, dis- 
missed the strike call and 


demonstrations among Israeli Arabs 
as “nal worrseme, und culled 

upon Israeli Arabs to shun the ap- 
peal. However, Moshe Sharon — 
who formerly served the premier as 
Arab alfairs adviser — disagreed, 
describing as “‘significant’™ the 
developments among Israeli Arabs.

‘Israel engaged in a very serious struggle against the PLO’ 


The civilian administrator of the 
West Bank, defending the dismissal 
of three radical Palestinian mayors, 
sald Friday that Israe] would not 
permit the Palestine Liberation 
Organization to undermine the 
chances for peace. 

Menachem Milson told a news 
conference for the forsign media in 
Ramallah that “Israel is engaged 
now In a very serious struggle 
against the PLO.” 

He described the situation as 
“crucial for the chances of peace in 
the Middle East.” 

According lo the AP report, 
Milson said Israe] was struggling 
against a PLO goal of wrecking 
negotiations for limited Palestinian 
acif-rule in the West Bank and Gaza 

ip as enylsioned in the Camp

supporters, but added that the fact 
that 15 town councils cooperated 
with the civil administration in- 
dicated the PLO does not control all 
of the West Bank. 

The PLO had urged West 
Bankers to boycott the civil ad- 
ministration, and Karim Khalaf, the 
dismissed Ramallah mayor, called it 
“the first step in Israeli annexation,’ 

Milson said he had had “dozens 
of fruitful meetings” with West 
Bankers, “People in the Weat Bank 
know the civil administration deals 
with their problems,” and they seek 
aid from his office, he said, 

The news conference was Mllson’s 
firat extended meeting with tieiga 
Journalists, and some expressed in- 
credullty when he sald the mayors had 
hot been elected In a democratic 
fashion. In the past Israel boasted

PLO they are terrorists, anti-

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Army lists ‘hostile acts’

The IDF spokesman last week 
teleased details of hostile activities 
by deposed Ramallah and Nablus 
mayors Karim Khalaf and Bassam 
Shak'a. 

Khalaf was twice implicated in 
court as an accomplice of convicted 
terrorists, the spokesman said. In 
one case, the judge recommended 
that he be brought to trial, 

A member of the clandestine 
Palestine Liberation Front, 
members of which were convicted 
for'terrorist acts, Khalaf was also ἃ 
member of the National Guidance 
Committee, recently declared an il- 
legal organization. 

The spokesman’s report on 
Khalaf says that the mayor has in- 
cited students to demonstrate and 
“involved himself in subversive stu- 
dent activities."” 

In 1980, in a phone interview with 
23 July, an Egyptian opposition 
paper published in London, Khalaf 
said: “The fale of Sadat and all 
those who support him will be the 
same as that of the shah.” He told 
Al-Hurlya, paper of the Popular 
Democratic Front: “The return of 
Jerusalem, Ramallah, Nablus and 
Bethlehem necessitates the return 
of Jaffa, Haifa and Umm el-Fahm. 

There are fewer examples of fiery 
statements in the case of Bassam 
Shak'a, bul the IDF spokesman 
notes he was imprisoned by the Jor- 
danians in 1958, and fled to Syria. 

Shak’a, says the report, is active 
in the “preparatory committee of 
the PLO" and the National 
Guidance Committee, of which he 
was a founder. He hos threatened 
that anyone willing to accept

death,” 

He described aulonomy to the 
Lebanese paper ‘Al-Mukaf' aleArabi 
as “the perpetuation of the con- 
quest and the guarantee of the con- 
tinued existence of the Zionist 
state."

conquest continues you can expect 
many more actions of this kind...1 
am convinced thal such actions pre- 
sent a chance of results, and this is 
because of the situation in which we 
find ourselves," 


‘Moderates becoming radicals’

At UN headquarters in New 
York, the Security Council debated 
the West Bank unrest on Friday 
night but did not take adecision. An 
Ireland-sponsored paper being con- 
sidered would call on Israel to res- 
cind the dissolution of the 
municipalities, but would contain 
no condemnation of Israel. 

In the U.S., the situation in the 
Weat Bank received extensive news 
media coverage last week. Though 
the Reagan Administration did not 
rae to the Israeli Embassy in 
Washington about the violence, 
many State Department officials 
pressed the administration for a 
tougher reaction to Israel’s West 
Bank policies, and for distancing 
itself more forcefully from Israel. 

The New York Times last week 
quoted former Labour adviser on 
Arab Affairs Shmuel Toledano as 
saylng that West Bank civilian ad- 
ministrator Menahem Milson's new 
policies designed to weaken PLO 
influence on the West Bank were 
“childish.” 

The New Republic magazine, 
traditionally pro-Isracl, assailed 
Jerusalem's policies on the West 
Bank and expreased hope that the

In a television interview last 
week, French External Relations 
Minister Claude Cheysson said the 
West Bank turmoil was taking on a 
racist form with Israeli settlers join- 
ing the army in firing on 
demonstrators.

Near 
Damascus Gate, there was an at- 
tempt to set afire an Egged (Israeli) 
city bus, but the driver chased the 
would-be arsonist away. 

When security forces attempted 
to persuade Jerusalem Arab 
shopkeepers to reopen their 
businesses, Mayor Teddy Kollek 
urged the government to take a 
“gentler” approach to the distur- 
bances, Kollek also said he opposes 
forcing striking shopkeepers to open 
their stores. Nevertheless, dozens of 
merchants were arrested for dis- 
regarding army orders to reopen for 
business. 

A group of 51 Egyptian tourists 
were stoned as their bus passed 
Hebron on the way from Beersheba 
to Jerusalem. Immediately upon ar- 
rival in the capital, hours behind 
schedule (because the bus had to 
take a different route) the tourists 
hurried to Al-Aksa Mosque to offer 
prayers of thanksgiving. 

In the Sinai town of Raffah, four 
youths were wounded by gunshots as 
soldiers broke up a violent 
demonstration. An army officer was 
hit in the neck by a rock outside the 
Balata refugee camp near Nablus. 

On Wednesday there was an up- 
surge in the unrest, with three more 
Arab youths killed in clashes with 
troops In the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip.

Quiet ‘last Shabbat’ in 


as more residents depart

YAMIT. — The last Sabbath — or 
what is supposed to be the last 
Sabbath for Yamit’s residents and 
visitors — passed quietly Saturday, 
four days before the evacuation 
deadline for civilians from northern 

Sinai. 

Hundreds of trucks and cars were 
loaded with personal belongings 
during the day — the departing resi- 
dents pointedly ignored by the some 
3,000 largely religious visitors 
belonging to the Movement Against 
the Withdrawal from Sinai. 

During the day, about another 
150 members of the right-wing 
Tehiya Party arrived in the town to 
remain until the withdrawal 
deadline. 

Scores of families strolled 
through Yamit on farewell excur- 
sions. This Included about 300 
children who on Sunday were sent 
north to live with relatives and 
friends, shielding them from any 
possible violence during the actual 
withdrawal, : oP ee 

Other residents, particularly 
merchants, stayed home because of 
rumours that police have “prepared 
lists" of troublemakers and ac- 
tivists, and intend to arrest them in 
advance of the evacuation in an at- 
tempt to defuse the protest. 

Saturday morning, MK Yigael 
Hurvitz of Telem, who voted 
against ratification of the Camp 
David accords, visited the town as a 
guest of the anti-withdrawal move- 
ment. Hurwitz said: “If I'm here as 
an opponent of the withdrawal, sure- 
ly any MK who voted for the 
withdrawal! should come here to see 
the meaning of the decision in the 
field and undergo the same 
anguish.” 

Although the Sinai withdrawal is 
only to be completed by April 25, 
the government wants all civilians 


to leave the area by March 31. 

There were tense times in Yamit 
last week when soldiers sent to oc- 
cupy empty houses to prevent their 
being taken over by anti-withdrawal 
activists, were thrown out by 
settlers. The next day however, 
acting on direct ordera of Defence 
Minister Ariel Sharon, soldiers re- 
occupied the houses after smashing 
through a string of reinforced gates, 
lookout posts and fortified positions 
with a bulldozer. 

A compromise was then worked 
oul between the settlors and the OC 
southern command, Maj.-Gen. 
Haim Erez, whereby the settlers un- 
dertook not to harass the soldiers on 
condition that only one platoon of 
troops would be stationed in the 
town. 

However, Sharon arrived in 
Yamit later and protested what he 
called the “acts of hooliganism” 
perpetrated against the soldiers by 
fellow Israelis, and ordered the im- 
mediate arrest of all the anti-army 
demonsttdtors. 955 

He also ordered the διπιγ' (0 re- 
occupy the empty houses, and this 
was done by two companies of 
troops joined by a detachment of 
police. About 50 youths who lay 
down in front of the army bulldozer 
in an attempt to prevent the 
destruction of a fence were ar- 
rested, 

in Yamit's Yassur elementary 
school, it was announced that the 
last day of classes before the school 
is abandoned will be dedicated to 
celebration of 100 years of Jewish 
settlement in the Land of Israel. 

The anti-withdrawal, movement 
has already announced that whea 
the school — part of the secular 
educational network — is aban- 
doned, it will be reopened im- 
mediately as a state religious school 
for children of settlers who under 
no circumstances will agree to leave

It was apparent as the week 
began that Knesset approval of a 
compensation law for Sinai 
evacuees will take up to the very 
last day before their scheduled 
evacuation on March 31. : 

Likud MK Cohen-Orgad, guiding 
spirit behind the bill and the only 
coalition MK to negotiate with the 
settlers for an agreed solution to the 
compensation problem, said the bill 
would be submitted for its first 
reading Monday.

The estimated total compensa-

IS1.5b.). This includes property not 
yet assessed for compensation and 
affects a total of about 1,300 
families. 

About 5550 million of the total 
will be kept back by the government 
in the form of taxes and long-term 
bonds. 

The settlers insist it is unaccep- 
table that the government should 
tax their compensation. Yamit 
merchant representative Yossi Sela 
told reporters simply that there 
would be no withdrawal before the 
compensation question was settled. 

The proposed law states ex- 
plicitly that only those settlers who 
evacuate the region on time will 
receive compensation. Anyone who 
refuses to sign a compensation 
agreement with the government will 
have compensation assigned by a 
special committee.

Following the tie in the no- 
confidence vate, interest centred at 
the end of last week on the outcome 
of the vote on the 1982-83 interim 
budget, but the coalition bulldozed 
this through its first reading, in the 
face of opposition anger, the mo- 
menl it saw it had a majority in the 
House.

But objective develop- 
ments will make that majority possi- 
ble during 1982. 

“Itis very hard to pass laws with a 
60-60 tine-up between coalition and 


opposition,” Begin said. “1 wanted - 
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to resign, but my colleagues 
prevented me from doing so. [1 was 
a good thing that | asked their ad- 
vice. Had | not done so, they could 
have reproached me." 

Meanwhile Rabbi Druckman's 
colleagues in the National Religious 
Party assure the rest of the coalition 
that the maverick will return to the 
coalition after the April 25 
withdrawal, thus ensuring Begin's 
majority. They say Druckman has 
twice told the NRP faction he has 
no choice but to protest against the 
withdrawal in every possible way 
until it actually takes place. But he 
will came back to the fold as soon as 
the future of Judea and Samaria 
becomes the burning issue, 
Druckman’s aides say, 

Mordechai Ben-Porat (Telem) 
told The Post last week that his fac- 
tion would “carry on grinding away 
at the government till it agrees to 
form a national unity coalition.” 

However, Begin's coalition allies 
believe that Telem will either join 
the coalition after April 25 or 
promise the coalition its two votes. 

Begin’s three allies, the NRP, 
Aguda and Tami. are all breathing 
more easily after the cabinet deci- 
sion to rein the Prime Minister in, 
and slop him from resigning. 
Although the three factions have 
made nolses about keeping their op- 
tions open for a possible coalition 
with the Alignment should Begin 
bring the government down, they 
are using this as a form of pressure 
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on Begin, without giving the Align- 
ment either the substance or the 
shadow of a proposal, 

While the NRP has no heart for 
autumn elections such as Begin 
seems to have in mind, and hence is 
putting out optimistic signals about 
the solid coalition majority an- 
licipated after April 25, Tami (with 
three Knesset seats) has no fear of 
elections. The Aguda (four seals), 
which stands to emerge unscathed, 
condemns the idea as wasteful and 
injurious to public morale. 

Despite Begin's confidence that 
the opposition Alignment stood no 
chance of taking over the govern- 
Ment, it is thought that this pos- 
sibility lay beneath the surface at 
the cabinet meeting which per- 
suaded the premier to withhold his 
resignation. 

When the cabinet meeting 
began, Begin pointedly recalled that 
he had pledged to consider resign- 
ing, and to consult with the cabinet. 

The cabinet, according to inside 
sources, duly took the hint, and, 
when it came to the vote, only five 
other hands went up with Begin's in 
favour of resignation {four of the 
five were Likud Liberals), 12 others 
voted against, and Begin was 
“defeated.” 

The prime minister's coalltion 
partners made it very clear during 
the course of the meeting that they 
would not feel.bound to go to early 
elections if Begin implemented his 
resignation threat. Yosef Burg and 


Yehuda Ben-Meir of the National 
Religious Party, stated unequivocal- 
ly that their party was not eager for 
elections at this time, and left it un- 
derstood that they would be open to 
the idea of a coalition with Labour. 

When Begin observed that the 
NRP and Agudat Yisrael had 
promised (before the 1981 election} 
not to join with Labour against the 
Likud, Aguda's leader Avraham 
Shapira said: “Ὁ wouldn't build on 
that sort of promise...” 

A purported indication of public 
feeling was given in a recent poll 
which showed that if elections were 
held now Mr. Begin's Likud would 
win 49 seats and the Alignment 
would drop to 45, ἢ 1

Shares index at new high

The general share index reached 
a new high for 1982 last week at 122, 
with a modest rise of 1.2 per cent. 
AL this level, the index appears tu 
have kept pace with inflation since 
the outset’ of 1082. It has alsa 
matched ‘thé’ devaluation of the 
shekel, which has been about 22 per 
cent for the same period of time. 

The upward progress of the stock 
market would undoubtedly’ have 
been much faster had the gavern- 
ment won a clear-cut vote of con- 
fidence last Tuesday. As 1t is, uncer- 
tainties raised about the future of 
the current government as well as 
the unrest in the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip all contrived to biock the 
further progress of a rally early in 
the week. 

Trading turnovers eased on a 
week-to-week basis, and were in-

stock rise by nearly 150 per cent, 
and the ISS shares advance by 
almost 60 per cent, by the end of the 
first week ot trading. 

According to banking sources, 
relatively little bank credit was ex- 
tended for the issue, and 11 would 
appear that funds subscribed came 


‘from the general public's liquid 


financial assets. 

The picture on the index-linked 
bond market continued to be one of 
gloom and generally depressed 
merket conditions. Prices burely 
budged last week from levels of the 
preceding week.

Storm over move to cancel U.S. Zionist vote

Rabbi Alexander Schindler, 
president of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, called the 
plan “a flagrant violation of 
democracy" aimed at “denying the 
franchise to nearly one million 
dues-paying members of American 
Zionist organizations." 

He said the move was directed 


‘specifically against ARZA (the As- 


Sociation. of “Reform Zionists of 
America) and MERCAS (the 
Movement for the Reallirmation of 
Conservative Zionism). “'These are 
the only organizations thut are at- 
tracting vast members of previously 
unaffiliated American Jews to the 
Zionist cause,” Schindler asserted.

TEL AVIV. — A model street, com- 
prising the first part of the 
municipal project to renovate the 
central part of the city, dubbed 
“The heart of Tel Aviv" will be 
compicted by this September, 
municipal engineers said last week. 

The first part of the project, 
designed by architect Adam Mazor 
and intended to attract young cou- 
ples and families back to the ageing 
city, will concentrate on 107 
dunams consiating of 10 streets 
between Sderot Rothschild and 
Rehov Yehuda Halevy. The entire 
project encompasses 1,120 dunams 
within the triangle of Yehuda 
Halevy in the south-cast, Allenby 


Street in the west and Marmorek in 
the north. 

Rehov Engel, which was chosen 
as the model street of the project, 
will receive a ‘‘new face” by 
Soptember. Its buildings will be 
renovated and restored. Decorative 
lighting is being installed, benches 
will be placed on the pavements and 
gardens with trees and shrubs are to 
be planted. 

The area, which housed 40,000 
people during its heyday between 
1930 and 1960 now has a population 
of 13,000, of whom 32 per cent are 
elderly citizens. 

ΑΒ part of its efforts to attract 
young people back to this area, the 


_ city has promised not to shut down 


any more schools there, even 


though they are now far from full, 

The project also includes limiting 
the traffic in the residential streets 
off Sderot Rothschild and Rehov 
Yehuda Halevy and moving offices 
out of apartment buildings 
wherever possible. 

The city has announced that it 
will permit construction gn the roof 
of buildings in this area, and js try- 
ing to secure rights similar to those 
offered in development areas for 
people who will move into “the 
heart of Tel Aviv.” 

So far some IS] m. has been in- 
vested in planning the project. 

A special project information of- 
fice is due to open in April for 
both residents and potential resi- 
dents. 


Fusion reactor 


Jerusalem Post Staff 
The construction in israel of an 
experimental nuclear reactor 
which, ‘‘if it works, will 
revolutionize the world,” is the aim 
of California scientist, Dr, Richard 
Bussard. 


In an interview last week, Bus- 
sard, head of International Nuclear 
Energy Systems Company of San 
Diego, said his firm wants to build a 
small-scale fusion nuclear reactor in 
Israel, without government funding, 
and that he has a letter from Israel's 
Energy Ministry agreeing in princi- 
ple that the idea is worth exploring. 


Bussard's company — partly 
owned by ex-Israelis — is currently 
starting a similar project in Califor- 
nia at a cost of 5100 million. 
Bussard said he would like to see a 
fusion-plant in Israel because he has 
warm feelings towards the country, 
and that such a plant would afford 
employment for Israeli scientists, 
including some who have already 
emigrated. 


But in Israel, Prof. Yisrael 
Dostrovsky, former director of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
now head of Weizmann Institute's 
Energy Research Centre, told The 
Jerusalem Post that Bussard’s claims 
were “‘extravagant’’ and that

Holocaust fund awards

The first Ka-Tzetnik Awards 
were given to Yad Vashem board 
chairman Gideon Hausner and 
writer Aharon Appelfeld at a 
ceremony at Beit Hanassi (the 
president's residence) last week. 


. The citation to Hausner was for 
“a lifetime of devotion to the 
promotion of the leason of the 
Holocaust." Appelfeld also 
received 1S10,000, a portion of the 
yield of a $100,000 fund established 
by an American donor who wishes 
to remain anonymous, 


The Ka-Tzetnik Award for 
Literature, given in conjunction 
with Yad Vashem, commemorates 
the unknown victims of the Nazis. 
Its rules stipulate that it will be 
awarded annually to “a candidate of 
any faith or nationality for an 
original work of excellence on the 
‘Jewish Holocaust and Israel's resur- 
fection.” Its aim is το interest the 


—~— 


public, and especially the young, in 
all that pevianes to the bet ag . 

The nanié Ka-Tzetnik is derived 
from the pen name of Holocaust 
survivor Yehiel Dinur, who wrote a 
series of books on his experiences. 

The term is short for the 
‘German word KonZentrationslager, 
or concentration camp. The initials 
KZ in German are pronounced Ka- 
Tzet. The Russian suffix -nik was 
later appended by the inmates of 
the camps. ᾿ . 

Dinur, who has always kept an 
aura of mystery about himself, un- 
expectedly did not attend the 
coremony. 

It is said that the American donor 
set up the fund in gratitude to 
Dinur. His son was weaned from his 
drug addiction after reading Dinur’s 
House of Dolls (in the translation by 
Jerusalem Post staffer Moshe 
Kohn). The book describes how 
Jewish girls in the camps were 
forced to prostitute themselves for 
SS men and soldiers.

Haim Barlas, war rescue worker 


Haim Barlas, who was in charge 
of the Yishuv's rescue work from 
Geneva .and 
Istanbul during 
World War II, has 
died in Jerusalem, 
aged 84. 

Barlas was 
born in Brest 
Litovak, “Poland, 
on December 18, 
1898. From 1919 - 
until his settle- 
ment here in 1925 he was the direc- 
tor of the Palestine Office in War- 
saw. As one of the chief promoters 
of the Third Aliya, he continued his 


-aliya activities as director of the 


‘Aliya Department, first of the 
Zionist Executive and subsequently 
of the Jewish Agency. 


After his retirement from the 
Agency in 1948 Barlas became 
editor of Encyclopedia of Diaspora 
Communities and served on the 
directorate of the Yad Vashem 
Holocaust memorial, In 1975 Barlas. 
published his major work, Rescue Dur- 
ing the Holocaust. 


Barlas was named a distinguished 
Citizen of Jerusalem in 1980, He Is 
survived by his daughter Balia and 
one granddaughter.

Costs of the Golan law 


WOLF BLITZER considers what the Reagan Administration's 
‘punishment’ for the Golan Law will cost Israel in financial terms, 


IMMEDIATELY following the ex- 
tension of Israeli law to the Golan 
Heights last December, the Reagan 
administration announced a series 
of diplomatic, economic and 
military steps against Israel 
designed to underline U.S. opposi- 
tion. 

The U.S. voted with the rest of 
the UN Security Council in strongly 
condemning the Israeli action. The 
administration, in addition, 
“quspended” the joint U.S.-lsraeli 
Memorandum of Understanding on 
Strategic Cooperation, This means 
we will not hold next month's 
scheduled meeting of the coor- 
dinating council as set up in the 
memorandum,” said State Depart- 
ment spokesman Dean Fischer on 
December 18. 

More than three months later, 
that strategic cooperation pact, 
which had been signed in a furry of 
"excitement on November 30 by 
Defence Secretary Caspar 
Welnberger and’ Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon in Washington, is still 
suspended. The other accompany- 
ing punitive economic and military 
measures taken against Israe! also 
remain in effect. 

Interviews in recent days with key 
U.S. and Israeli officials in 
Washington have indicated that 
Isracl, so far, has pnid only a 
relatively modest economic price 
for the Gokin move, One Israeli 
here described it us “un irritant 
more than a deadly wound." 

But at the same time, U.S. and 
Israeli officials agree, one fact is 
clear: so long as the memorandum 
remains suspended, the cost to 
Israel will increase. In the end, 
it could be very high indeed. 


IN ANNOUNCING the 
‘‘punishment’’ of Israel in 
December, the State Department 
specifically mentioned three steps: 


“The president has decided that 
the U.S. will not for the moment 
proceed with further discussions on 
some Israeli proposals for 
promoting Department of Defence 
purchases of défence-related goods 
and services in Israel; on authoriz- 
"ing Israel to use some Foreign 
Military Sales funds to purchase 
Israeli-produced goods and ser- 
vices; or on the possible use of 
Foreign Military Sales funds by 
third countries to purchase Israeli 
defence items and services." 


Taken together, these three steps 
are potentially worth several 
hundred million dollars to the 
Israeli economy, although their im- 
mediate impact has been limited. 


Both the Carter and Reagan ad- 
ministrations had promised that the 
U.S. would purchase up to $200m. 
worth of Israeli-made military 
equipment for the U.S. armed 
forces. Obviously, such a transac- 
tion would benefit Israel's domestic 
economy; it would help ensure the 
continued existence of Israel's vital 
military production lines. 

In the weeks leading up to the 
Golan legislation, there had been 

| serious high-level ¢ discussions 
‘| between Washington and Jerusalem 
on various Israeli products suitable 
for export to the U.S. These in- 
cluded, for example, communice- 
tions and electronic equipment, as 
well as certain types of ammunition. 
A team of Pentagon officials had 
visited Israel earlier in the fall. Just 


‘the ‘Israeli’ economy will’ 


before the Golan Law went into ef- 
fect, the Pentagon was waiting for 


Israel's final list of products suitable - 


for the U.S. market. Now, this has 
all been frozen. 

Under a 1979 American-Israeli 
agreement which Is still in effect, 
some small contracts have been 
signed in recent weeks, But because 
of the chilly political atmosphere 
engendered by the Golan Law, ma- 
jor new deals have been much more 
difficult to conclude. 

At a time of sharp cutbacks in the 
Israeli defence budget — meaning 
a reduction in IDF orders — this is 
especially painful for the companies 
engaged in defence production. 
Unemployment can be expected to 


rise in the nol too distant future un. - 


less new orders pick up. Ἐπ 
These same firms are also suffer. 
ing from the second .punitive 
measure taken by Washington. 
The U.S. had earlier indicated a 
readiness to allow Isract to use 
$100m. of this year's Foreign Mili- 
tary Sales aid package to purchase 
Israell-emade military equipment. 
Traditionally, the U.S. has insisted 
that all America's foreign aid 
recipients use such Joans and grants 
only for purchasing weapons made 
in America, thereby helping U.S. in- 
dustry. But the Americans were 
clearly prepared to make an excep- 
tion for Israel as they did a few 
years ago in the case of the 
Merkava tank. With the freeze on 
the strategic cooperation pact,

Festival fare

SEVERAL months ago, when the 
price of local frozen chickens sud- 
denly shot up, a colleague suggested 
that 1 write about substitutes for 
chicken. I thought for a moment 
and said, “How about veal?” 

Naturally, I was joking. Veal is 
one of the more expensive meats 
available as a rule and for many 
years local cooks.have been 
creating Chicken and‘turkey dishes 
to resemble the higher-priced meat. 

Recently, however, | was happy 
to see frozen veal on sale in my local 
supermarket at what seemed to be 
very reasonable prices. A week or 
two later T received an invitation to 
a dinner at Beit Asia in Tel Aviv to 
introduce frozen veal from Holland. 
It was sponsored by the Tel Aviv 
area cooperative Supermarket 
chain, 


THE PROMOTION, and the meat 
at a comparatively moderate .price, 
pleased me for a number of reasons, 
First of all because I am very partial 
to veal and would like to have it at 
home more often, but also because I 
often come upon veal in luxury 
restaurants and find it very poorly 
dealt with: Perhaps with more peo- 
Ple cooking veal themselves, the 


chefs will have to try a little harder. - 


Meanwhile, it occurs to me 
that the meat might 
be a good idea for Possah, especially 
for Ashkenazim, who by tradition 
do not eat lamb at the Seder so 88 
Not to give even the impression that 
they @re observing the Pessah' 
sacrifice without the Temple. (With 
true Jewish logic, of course, the 
Sephardim do eat lamb, to com- 
Memorate the sacrifice). : 

Among the recipes distributed 
were a few which, if altered slightly 
to ‘make them suitable for Pessah, 
would do ‘very well for the Seder 
main course, 

For a veal roast, buy either the 
Shoulder, or the rib cut, The 
shoulder, which is more expttiaive, 
is much leanee and will therefore’ be 
preferred by many, but | think that 
the rib is juicier and tastier. Segson 
the meat with crushed garlle and 
paprika, and sear it in a little fat ina 
frying pan until it Is golden. Then 
put it in to roast in a medium oven, 


for an hour to an hour and a half. 
Add a little white wine to the baking 
pan and baste the meat from time to 
time, 

I must admit that I personally 
prefer veal rather pinkish, but since 
most of my readers, like other 
Israelis, probably enjoy their meat 
well done, they should leave it in for 
about two hours. 

If you like you can add some car- 
rots, quarlered onions and hearts ol 
celery and roast’ them with the 
meat, just making sure that they 
have enough liquid to keep from 
burning, Just before serving, mix a 
little potato starch into the gravy to 
thicken it and serve the gravy over 
the meat. 


FOR THOSE having only a small 
number of people at their Seder, a 
more practical idea might be baked 
veal chops. Have the butcher cut 
the rib section into fairly thick 
slices, Dip them in beaten egg and 
then matza meal mixed with salt and 
pepper and fry in hot oil until the 
covering is browned. Arrange the 
chops in a casserole and cover with 
fried onions and a little broth or 
some white rosé wine. Put the lidon 
the casserole and bake the chops in 
a low oven until it is time to serve 
them. 

Finally, for those who would like 
to watch their pocketbook even if 
they do serve veal, I would suggest a 
stuffed brisket of veal. For Pessah, 
of course, a substitute has to be 
found for the usual bread stuffing 
and {t’could be @ problem to make a 
matza-meal stuffing that is not too 
dry. I suggest mixing apples, celery 
and onion with just enough matza 
meal to Hold it together. 

Pack the stuffing into a pocket 
cut into a breast of veal weighing at 
least a kilo (if you're on good terms 
with your butcher he'll do it for 
you), and sew up the pocket with 
coarse white cotton thread. Brown 
the brisket in a little οἱ! in a pan. 
Then add enough liquid to at least 
‘half cover the brisket dnd bake, 
covered, In a medium oven fora few 
hours. 

The best liquid would be a mix- 
ture of white wine and broth. If you 
like, add a few carrots, some tur- 
nips, odions and celery to the liquid 
and let/them cook with the meat, O

Who’s afraid of an early election? 


PRIME MINISTER Menachem 
Begin's on-again, off-again resigna- 
tion last Tuesday was worthy of a 
political comic opera. ‘ 

But there has been a steady, if 
small, accumulation of tell-tale signs 
indicating that the country will in- 
deed be going to the polls again 
before the year is out. 

Consider first Begin's erratic 
moodiness. His public commitment 
to resign if Tuesday's vote of no 
confidence ended in a tie, was ill- 
considered to say the least, 

The inelegant way in which he 
was persuaded by his panic-stricken 
colleagues to climb down [rom that 
tree was not unusual in politics. 

Bul the fact that a political leader 
of Begin's stature has been caught 
in a bad miscaiculation like this, is 
the sort of stuff that serves to under- 
mine the very essence of political 
leadership. 

Leaders of Begin's stature cannot 
— and, in effect, will not — be per- 
mitted many such mistakes by 
political colleagues who are depen- 
dent on their. “Great Man.” " 

Begin's threat to resign calli to: 
mind the similar threats he has is- 
sued if there is “the shedding of a 
drop of Jewish blood by Jews” in 
the course of the forcible final 
evacuation of the settlers from the 
Yamit region. 

‘This threat has been written off 
by observers as mere Beginistic 
heperbale. But in the light of last 
week's performance, it may well be 
that Begin's coalition partners 
should be much more concerned, 
given the high probability that 
Jewish blood will indeed be shed in 

Yamit as a result of the fanaticism 
of some of the anti-withdrawal die- 
hards there. 


THE MOODINESS and the erratic 
behaviour goes much deeper, 
however, Consider again, in the 
light of last weck's events, Begin's 
tirade aimed at U.S. Ambassador 
Samuel Lewis last December, after 
American retalintory measures 
against the Begin initiative on the 
Golan Law. 


Many paranoid Israelis — those 
who are charter members of “the 
whole world is against us club” — 
reaped a deep sense of satisfaction 
from the sight of an Israeli leader 
finally “telling those goylm where 
they can go." 

For the rest of us, who believe

totally in the need for Israel to re- 
tain the Golan, although not in the 
timing of the Golan Law, Begin's 
performance was an acute embar- 
rassment, Worse, his assessment 
that the Golan Law could be 
sneaked in behind the Americans’ 
backs while they were distracted by 
dramutic events in Poland, was 
another incidence of sheer mis- 
calculation. Prime ministers, par- 
ticularly of beleaguered‘atates such 
as Israel, should not be permitted 
many such mistakes in judgment. 
THE TONE of the tirade against 
poor Ambassador Lewis is being 
repeated again in the mud-slinging 
which Begin has initiated with 
the Ha'aretz editor Gershom 
Schocken around the decades-old 
Arlosoroff Affair, with heated ex- 
changes in the columns of The 
Jerusalem Post and in Hebrew- 
language dailies, 

In truth, the prime minister has 
been the victim of a uniformly 
hostile press since he assumed of- 
fice nearly five years ago. He wisely 
desisted from retorting to criticism 
in the media, although as one of 
those critics I can fully understand 
the desire to strike back at one’s 


{Rahamim Yisraeli) 
tormentors. 

A prime minister, however, 

should not permit himself to give in 
10 such human foibles. 
THE CUMULATIVE impression is 
one of a man who is nearing the end 
of his roud and is determined to set- 
tle accounts with all and sundry, 
once and for all. Begin has said as 
much, speaking repeatedly in recent 
weeks in terms of doing this or that 
“before I leave the scene.” 

However, when Mr. Begin went 
so far as lo declare his intention to 
résign ufter last week's tied vote in 
the Knesset, the cabinet would have 
nothing of it. ; 

At the midnight meeting, four of 
the five ministers backing Bogin's 
stand were members of the Liberal 
faction in Mr. Begin's Likud-led 
coalition. 

One would normally have ex- 
pected Begin’s loyal followers in 
the Herut wing of the Likud 
to have backed him up. But 
the opposite was (rue, with Yoram 
Aridor, who has been the major vic- 
tim of the prime minister's barbs 
and poorly veiled antipathy in the 


cabinet, being the only Herut 


minister to follow his lead. 


THE EXPLANATION for the 
Liberals’ stand is their conviction ; 
that Begin is sure to leave the 
political scene well before the end.. 
of the present Knesset's four-year. 
term, And that prospect scares,

The Liberals know full well that 
the inordinately large proportion of... 
the Likud’s cabinet ‘and Knesset . 
seats they have garnered, despite. 
the shrivelling up of theit own elec- 
toral appeal, is wholly due to 
Begin's determination to honour his 
commitments to Liberal leader 
Simha Ehrlich. Once Begin Is gone, - 
Herut, the main partners in the con- . 
dition, will insist on cutting them 
down to size, and the thought of the 
alternative, of going it alone in the 
next elections, for the first time in 
20-odd years, is a paralysing one. 

Their major hope lies in early 
elections under Begin’s leadership 
88 a guarantee that they will again 
be the beneficiaries of his personal 
bounty to a degree that they will 
never be able to expect from his 
Herut successors. 

The Herul ministers overrode 
Mr. Begin's rash decision and per- 
suaded him to accept their ostensi- 
ble revolt in good spirit (for the 
prime minister has no constitutional 
need to consult his cabinet about his 
intention to resign), primarily 
because of the question of timing. 
The assumption is that the op- 
timistic results the Likud has been 
getting in recent polls may well be 
reversed temporarily during the 
period of the traumatic final 
evacuation of Yamit. Time will be 
needed, they feel, for the potential 
Likud electorate to forget that 
(trauma. The electorate can be ex- 
pected to have recovered by 
November, when elections for the 
local authorities are scheduled. 


THERE JS an additional argument 
for having early Knesset elections in 
November — money. The parties 
are broke from the monumental 
financial effort that went into the 
last elections, as evidenced by the 
cynical shenanigans in the Knesset 
to approve additional state budgets 
to cover the parties’ debts. Now is 
no time for another election cam- 
paign. The coffers can, however, be 
sufficiently built up, if not fully 
replenished for a November vote. 
The performance of the Herut 
ministers in last week's vote is 


persuasive evidence that the same 
rainisters in last week's vote is 
support every one of Begin’s whims 
are capable of rising above 
‘themselves and disagreeing with 
Begin when they perceive a real 
threat to their own’ political sur- 


τ vival. 


The National Religious Party and 
‘Agudat Yisrael were also prime 
‘movers in scotching Begin's 

resignation threat. The NRP has 
still not recovered from its Knesset 
power being slashed in half by the 
last elections, as a result of voter 
defections to Tehiya, Tami and 
directly to Begin. Their calculation 
is that elections too near to the fren- 
zied atmosphere of the final Yamit 
withdrawal will harm them more 
than any other party and are to be 
avoided at all costs, 

The Aguda for their part are 
aware that given their limited elec- 
toral power, they have the best they 
can hope for in their present.posi- 
tlon, with a government: headed bya 
sympathetic prime minister who is 
at the same time totally dependent 
on their four votes for his hair's 
breadth majority. Elections that will 

result in a gain for the Likud can 
only erode their bargaining power. 

They realize that a future Likud 

government headed by anyone 
other than Begin will prove less 
sympathetic to their demands. 
Thus, they can be expected to sup- 
port early, bul not too carly elec 
tions. 


ALL THESE calculations together 
point to Knesset elections before 
the end of the year. As to the tim- 
. ing, there is reasor| to, believe that 
Begin will wait for a particularly 
clumsy application of American 
pressure for Israeli concessions on 
the Palestinian front to tender his 
resignation. He would then plan lo 
run a campaign bused on the theme 
of a disloyal and treacherous 
Labour Alignment prepared to give 
in to the Americans and to Yasser 
Arafat. Such a party of course must 
be prevented from returning ἰα 
power ut all costs. 

When the lime comes, Begin will 
not bother going through the mo- 
tions of having his cabinet talk him 
out of his intention to resign. He 
knows the way (o the president full 
well and will use it.

Clash on ΕἸ Al 
Sabbait flights 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

TEL AVIV. — The Histadrut labour 
federation and ΕἸ Al's staff commit- 
tee have decided to join forces to 
arouse Knesset members, em- 
ployees of the Civil Aviation 
Authority and foreign airlines 
against the government's plan to 
end the national carrier's Sabbath 
flights. The government is under 
pressure from the ultra-Orthodox 
Aguda Party, which is supporting 
Prime Minister Begin's coalition on 
the understanding that its demands 
on religious observance are met. 

The workers argue that the en- 
ding of Sabbath flights would be 
economically disastrous for Εἰ Al. 

Transport Minister Haim Corfu is 
awaiting the report of a special 
committee he established to deter- 
mine the effects of stopping Sab- 
bath flights.

REPLIES to allegations by the 
director of [srael’s Government 
Press Office, Zeev Chafetz, that 
substantial segments of the Western 
news media follow a double stan- 
dard in reporting and commenting 
on the Arab-Israeli conflict because 
they fear Arab terror, have been 
predictably self-serving.

Verifiable assertions are not 
Thimmesch's strong card, but he 
has offered one identifiable exam- 
ple of a journalist who, because he 
has dared to criticize Israel, ‘finds it 
difficult to speak his mind in the 
United States.” The reference is to 
LF. Stone, who for two decades has 
proclaimed from the pages of The 
New York Review, from between the 
covers of many books, and from lec- 
ture platforms in eyery state of the 
union, that “the Jews" have sup- 
pressed his pro-Arab views, and that 
“itis only rarely that we dissidents... 
can enjoy a fleeting voice in the 
American press."

Perhaps the classic instance oc- 
curred in the spring of 1978 when 
The Washington Post and The New 
York Times expressed indignation at 
the “frenzy" {Post} and “‘scur- 
rilousness” (Times) of Amerigan 
Jews who were (allegedly) defaming 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, the presiden- 
tial security adviser, as anti-Semitic. 

Neither newspaper could be 
bothered to name the frenzied and 
scurrilous Jews who had made the 
accusation. But when William 
Safire traced the story to its source 
he found it to be Brzezinski himself, 
who had told journalists that “some 
people” were calling him an anti- 
Semite, Brzezinski correctly as- 
sumed that said journalists would 
quickly identify the collective 
culprit and administer the desired 
scolding. 

Typically, the masters of the pre- 
emptive strike will refer vaguely — 
and always without a verifiable in- 
stance — to a vast Jewish 
“organized campaign’ (Royko) to 
label as anti-Semitic anyone who 
criticizes any Israeli policy. Having 
warned in advance that the “friends 
of Israel” will subject them to “a tor- 
rent of abuse” and call them anti- 
Semitic, they feel free to launch not 
80 much into a criticism of some 
particular Israeli policy as into the 
charge that Jews control the press, 
the publishing houses, and even the 
lecture circuit. And why should 
anybody be called anti-Semitic 
merely for saying that? 

The centrality of 1.F, Stone 
in the accusation that Jews control 
the press and enjoy an “unchal- 
lenged hold on our government” is 
a reminder that a crucial role in 
the news media attack on Israel is 
played by Jews themselves, Indeed, 
the one Issue in this controversy on 
which the friends and enemies of 
Israel are likely to agree is that 
there are too many Jews in the 
media. Jewish journalists like Stone, 
Norman Cousins, and Anthony 
Lewis have made it their, special 
duty to uphold the pristine purity of 
the original Zionist ideal now so 
badly blurred by the actions of real, 
live Zionists. 

Indeed, despite the fact that their 
other activities as Jews have been 
tactfully concealed from public 
view, these journalists offer 
themselves as defenders of the glory 
that was Judaism against the 
depredations visited upon it by 
modern Israel, a country full of peo- 
ple who have forsaken their noble 
heritage by stooping to weapons of 
violence,

alacrity by the news media as guest 
columnists, not so much for what 
they have to say as for their ability 
to validate the claim that “πρὶ all 
Jews support Israel's position on the 
PLO.” 
, The division of opinion on this 
matter among American Jews may 
be something like 99 to 1, but the 
news media are not in the business 
‘of proportional representation. 

Extremist figures in Israeli 
political life play a major role as 
witnesses for the prosecution in the 
case against Iscael. They appoar fre- 
quently in the columns of Thim- 
mesch and Geyer, and in the Ail 
Things Considered programme of 
National Public Radio. Usually they 
will receive only scant identifica- 
tion. Url Avneri appears with such. 
frequency on the major television 
networks that many Americans 
must think of him as a prominent 
representative of a major party in 
the Knesset. Felicia Langer is in- 
troduced as “an Israeli lawyer” who. 


just happens to have strong opinions 
about the wickedness of her govern- 
ment and -country.-Israel. Shahak.. 
viewed by most Israelis as a 
harmless figure connected with the 
Matzpen party, is constantly cited 
as “an Israeli professor" who haa 
been torn from his test-tubes by the 
moral compulsion to reveal his 
country's abominations to the 
world. 

It hardly needs to be said that the 
very same writers who love to use 
Jewish witnesses against Israel will 
disqualify those who support Israel 
on any particular issue just because 
they are Jewish. 


ONE REASON why Shahak, 
Langer, Lea Tsemel and others 
have struck such a responsive chord 
in anti-Israel journalists is that they 
persistently reltrerate the Soviet 
formula that Israelis are Nazis who 
oppress the real ‘Jews," otherwise 
known as Arabs, 

The transformation of Arabs into 
“Jews" and of Israelis into Nazis, 
originally a Soviet invention and 
later elaborated by Arabs in the 
United Nations, is now freely used 
by anti-Israel militants of every 
political persuasion. 


THE OLD religious idea that 
Jerusalem is the navel of the world 
survives in a perverted form in the 
modern journalistic commonplace 
that nearly every conflict in the 
world (and not merely in the Middle 
East) stems from Israel's “failure” 
to solve the “Palestinian problem.” 


THE INCREASE in anti-Semitic 
violence around the world in recent 
years cannot be separated from the 
vast network of upologetics for it 
that now exists in the news media. 
The PLO, like other anti-Semitic 
organizations before it, holds that 
every Jew is an enemy, whether he 
is an infant asleep in Nuhariya, ἃ 
child on his way to an Aguda camp 
in Brussels or a worshipper al a syn- 
agogue in Paris or Vienna. 

Arab terrorists have cupi- 
talized on the modern belief 
that the more a group that claims to 
be oppressed employs bestiality and 
murder to “express” its grievances, 
the more credible ure its cluims. 

Far from damaging the PLO 
cause, the long series of PLO mas-

WHILE the so-called West Bank 
smoked and shuddered last week 
under burning tyres and gunfire, tie 
real West Bank was a picture of 
End-of-Days bliss. 

A red-headed Israeli soldier sat 
on the bank of the Jordan River 
within sight of a hilltop Jordanian 
army observation post, fixing a 
piece of army-issue meat loaf to a 
fishing line attached to a bamboo 
pole. 

Just opposite him, beyond the 
canebrakes on the east bank of the 
river, Jordanian farmers were work- 
ing in a field. Just behind the red- 
head, a moshavnik in blue work 
clothes was plucking a still green 
ear of wheat from the edge of a field 
covering 1,800 dunams. Last year, 
the wheat field had been a 
minefield. 

“We've been watching the Jorda- 
nians come closer and closer to the 
river on their side the past few 
years,” said an Israeli settlement of- 
ficial. “For us it was a signal that 
they wanted to co-exist here. We 
decided we'll go down to the river, 
too." 

The signal was clearly visible dur- 
ing a visit last week to the river 
bank in the lower Jordan Valley — 
the sun glinting on greenhouses on 
the opposite side like a message in 
Morse code, 

This was the eastern front in the 
post-Six Day War years. Armed 
Palestinian bands, crossing from the 
cover of the canebrakes at night, 
would attempt to pierce the Israeli 
defences — minefields, electronic 
fences and bunkers. Some got 
through and would be pursued at 
dawn up into the foothills of Judea 
and Samaria. Most died near the 
river bank, 

Following Black September in 
1970, when King Hussein threw his 
army against the Palestinians chal- 
lenging him for control of the 
country, peace descended on the 
Jordan Valley, Jordanian farmers 
began slowly to return to fields 
abandoned under fire in 1967. 

“We've been seeing them ex- 
panding in the last seven, eight 
years,’ says Yehuda, a 
moustachioed young farmer with a 
kippa from the Orthodox moshuv 
(cooperative farm settlement) of 
Mehola. “But in the last three

years, the pace has picked up con- 
siderably, particularly their use of 
plastic covering and hothouses.” 

The modern agricultural 
technologies being used by the Jor- 
danian formers in the valley have 
been. taken across the Jordan 
bridges from Israei by West Bank 
Arabs who learned to use them 
from Israeli instructors. The equip- 
ment is imported from Israel, too, 
including the drip irrigation piping 
curried across by West Bank middle- 
men, 


ON THE Israeli side, however, the 
land along the river had lain sterile 
all these years, sown with mines and 


lying under the guns of the fortress- 
bunkers on the high ground to the 
west. A survey carried out by the 
Settlement Department of the 
World Zionist Organization deter- 
mined that there were at least 30,000 
dunams (about 7,500 acres) of good 
farm fund lying unused slong the 
tiver bank. 

Known as the Zor, this arable 
lowland between the river and the 
first foothills ranged from a width of 
only some 20 metres to more than ἃ 
kilometre. The arable land here was 
more than is available to the 19 set- 
tlements in the lower Jordan Valley 
in the Ghor, the wide upper strip of 
valley straddling the north-south 


road between Jericho and Beit 
Shean. ᾿ 

Last year, clearing work began, 
on an experimental basis, on an 
1,800-dunam tract midway up the 
Zor. First, the mines wére removed 
by the army engineers. Then farm 
machinery was sent in to clear the 
land of roots and prepare it for 
farming. In January, soldiers doing 
part military, part farming service in 
the Nahal corps sowed a sturdy 
strain of wheat, which is already 
more than waist high. 

Ra’anan Weitz, co-head of the 
Settlement Department, has 
proposed rapid development of the 
Zor in order to provide land for 10 
new settlements in the valley and to 
expand the land available to existing 
settlements. Because of Likud 
leadership's insistance on priority to 
settlement in Samaria and Judea, 


“Weitz was given permission only to 


begin detailed planning. His overall 
proposal, however, has been ac- 
cepted in principle by the Inter- 
ministerial Committee on Settle- 
ment. 

Weitz also wants to extend the 
National Water Carrier southwards 
from Beit She’an for some 90 km. 
through the valley to augment the 
limited amount of water now 
available. 

“When I saw the land along the 
river, I knew it would be very fer- 
tile," says Weitz. 

Weitz’ political objective in urg- 
ing a strong settlement belt in the 
lower Jordan Valley is precisely op- 
posite to that of the Likud govern- 
ment, which must endorse it. His 
thinking is based on the assumption 
that Israel in the long-run won't be 
able to evade the basic issue of self- 
determination lor the Palestinians. 
The only way this can be faced 
without endangering Israel's basic 
security needs, he says, is by 
developing a security, belt of.settle- 
ments. These are not intended us αὶ 
military defence line, but as ἃ 
physicul sieve that would ensure the 
West Bank remains demilitarized. 

The Likud has no objection to 
development of the valley but it has 
different priorities, 

Weitz envisions some 6,000 
families living in 30 rural settle- 
ments in the valley and the 
Samarian foothills and 10,000 in the 


urban centre of Ma‘alot Ephra 
Outside of Jericho, there are 
several hundred Arab families ony 
in the torrid valley, made habitabie 
for the Israelis by air-condili 

The land along the river bank is 
more fertile than on the Ghor. In 
addition to wheat, the settlemeni 
authorities are planning date tree 
plantations and cotton, alfalfa and 
corn crops, The river defences are 
not being abandoned, but they are 
being adjusted to mect the new 
situation. . 

A military escort is required to 
enter the Zor, but once there, g 
visitor finds an atmosphere 
the Jordan as pastoral as any Sun. 
day school vision of Bibleland. 
Ecologists have solemnly an 
nounced on numerous occasions 
that the Jordan River is little more 
than an open sewer trench between 
the Kinneret and the Dead Sea, bu 
the red-headed reservist with the 
bamboo pole had fortunately not 
heard about it. ‘Plenty of fish,” be 
said. “Up to half a kilo.” 

The river is about 20 metres wide 
at this point and two to three metres 
deep. “In winter, the‘ water'is of 
good quality," said an- Israeli far 
mer, “In summer, there's less of il 
and it has a high saline content, so 
we mix it with water from wells" 


THE MEN and women in the fields 
on the Jordanian side hardly ook 
up as an Israeli army vehicle drives 
along a track between the river and 
the fields about 100 metres from 
where they are working, Behind 
them is a covered shed, where they 
can take shelter from the sun. 

“We talk to them Irom time to 
time,” said the Israeli farmer. 
“About crops and weather. | asked 
them ubout growing vegelables 
here, und they suid it’s not good 
becnuse there's frost at night in the 
lowland.” 

A suggestion was made:in Israt. 
several yeurs ago to seed the rivet 
bank with wigitors as a way αἰ 
discouraging infiltrators from cros 
ing the Jordan. The uuthorities 
however, have chosen to seed wih 
wheat and corn instead, to keep 
their powder dry and to trust m 
King Hussein's shared interest ἢ 
ensuring that the Jordan keeps roll 
ing peucefully along. 


THE CONSERVATIVE movement 
in Israel feels somewhat like Jacob 
struggling with Esau aver his elder 
brother's birthright.

PROF. COHEN, who was born in 
New York to a family that spoke

The chancellor is aware of — and 
not disturbed by — the fact that the 
style of Reform Judaism practised 
in the Reform Kibbutz Yahel, in the 
Arava, is quite different from clas- 
sical Reform. He is prepared to al- 
low the founding youngsters to 
create their own Conservative style 
on Israeli soil, 

He is also proud of the fact that 
the Conservatives bring 1,250 
youngsters — “more than any other 
group in the world” — to Israel 
every summer on United Synagogue 
Youth and Camp Ramah program- 
mes. 

As for life in the Jewish 
Theological Seminary itself, Prof. 
Cohen describes the current student 
body of 500 as “somewhat to the 
right religiously” of the student 
body he knew in 1948, when he 
himself was ordained for the 


Conservative rabbinate there. 

Very few of the men today go 
around campus without a kippa, and 
many wear kippot at all times. While 
a large percentage of Conservative 
students of Prof. Cohén’s genera- 
tion came from Orthodox homes, 
today “most come from Conser- 
vative families,” and ‘only a few 
from Reform, Orthodox or as- 
similated backgrounds.

NEW INVESTMENT companies 
are springing up, and not only that, 
a veteran one shows signs of 
renewed expansion: the Mayer 
Investment Company. 

Activily by the Mayer family 
reached its peak in the Fifties and 
Sixties, then slackened off. The old 
generation was resting on its oars, 
the new generation had nat yet 
taken over. 

{n the Mayer clan the dominant 
force was Moshe. He it was who 
built the overseas empire, centred 
on Geneva — which is still his per- 
sonal possession, the rest of the 
family have nothing to do with it, 

He it was who put up the giant 
hotels in West Africa — Ivoire Bu 
Golf (in the Ivory Coast), Ducor (in 
Liberia). His partners were foreign 
concerns like Chase Manhattun, 
Ibec (of Nelson Rockefeller), Inter- 
continental Hotels. Now the hotels 
are sold. Moshe is 72; he still holds a 
ruling position in the family consor- 
tium, but the days of his giant in- 
iliatives are past. 

The brothers, Binyamin, Moshe, 
Mordechai, together with their 
sister Tova Hoffman, created 
between them (and this time in 
partnership) a major business com- 
plex inside Israel. Like Caesar's 
Gaul; it can be divided in three, One 
part is Mayer Investments, aprivate 
company controlled exclusively by 
the family. 

It has a plastics factory, a one- 
third stake in Ready-Mix Industries 
{the other two-thirds belonging to 
the British mother company), an 
aluminium products plant called 
Alumayer and a building firm called 
Batim. (Batim built the new Bank of 
Israel edifice in Jerusalem.) 

Mayer Investments formerly 
owned the Export Bank. They later 
merged if into the First !nter- 
national Bunk of Israel, but in due 
course sold their shares in FIBI and 
put the money into CFC. This is a 
financial company set up by foreign 
owners (one of them Sir Isaac 
Wolfson), in partnership also with 
the Kremerman group. 

CFC is the second arm of the 


After a decade of marking time the Mayer Investment Company 


is ready for expansion again. The younger generation of the clan ; 
has its eye on financial exports and high-technology industry. The ᾿ 
Post’s DAVID KRIVINE reports in another of his series on in-, : 
vestment companies in Israel. : 


Mayer interests, Active in the 
money market, it can be described 
as something like a merchant bank. 
It possesses the Financial Trust 
Company (handling the portfolios 
of foreign investors), Unitrust (a 
broker on the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change) and Eitanim (an insurance 
agency). 

The third arm of the consortium 
is Wolfson-Clore-Mayer, a 
property-developing company 
created by four partners in equal 
shares. The others were Sir Isaac, 
the late Sir Charles Clore and the 
Israel government, Mayer Invest- 
ments have bought out all three, 
and are now sole proprietors of 
WCM.

ALL THE ABOVE holdings form a 
sizenble package, but most of the 
possessions were there lOyears ago; 
the family has been marking time 
since then. Binyamin Mayer, the 
eldest, died during thal period; 
Zalman Shuval, another member of 
the clun, was preoccupied with his 
Membership in the Knesset. Yet the 
group is seized of assets which, if 
they were consolidated, wouid be 
worth upward of 1S2b. Its prestige, 
its contacts, its infrastructure give it 
tremendous development pos- 
sibilities, if it wants to use them. 
And it does; the “sleeping giant™ 


triumvirate ha§beéen noritiated to 
run the show, made up of three 
men. The senior of them in age is 
Mordechaj Mayer, youngest of the 
Mayer brothers. Then comes 
Zalman Shuval, free (since the last 
elections) of his parliamentary 
duties. He has not given up politics, 
but is now focussing his attention on 
business. 


The third member of this all- 
powerful trio is Thomas Leitersdorf. 
An architect by profession, he 
headed in the last two years the 
govenment’s Tourist - Industry 
Development Corporation. He has 
now resigned. ᾿ 


The point to be noted is that both 
Shuval and Leitersdorf are sons-in- 
law of Moshe Mayer. Mordechai’s 
son Shai runs the Shalom Depart- 


ment Store. The dynasty continues. 
Where do they go. from here? 
They are still in the phase of cogita- 
tion. One thing is clear, they‘plan to 
expand their capital base. Nut ‘hav- 
ing made a share issue for [δ years, 
they are preparing an experimental 
bond issue of IS20m., to be put out 
by their subsidiary, Expoit Invest- 
ments. ip ek ἘΝ 
The market will respond,!thal is 
sure, the omens are favourable. In 
August a unit trust was launched by 
CFC called Avuka. It has already 
garnered 1S200m., and its share 
price has soared by 60 per’ cent.. 
Shuval explains the change of 
thinking: “In the «past: we- didn’t. 
want to put up things we couldn't 
rule over as a family. Hente our 
conservatism,” The time has come 
to make a break with that tradition. 


“WE WANT TO GROW. inside 
Israel, because we are Israelis,” he 
says. One field of endeavour may be 
an expansion of retail trading. Kol- 
Bo Shalom, Israel's biggest depart- 


ment store, is profitable. Why keep - 


it isolated in its fonely eminence? 

More Shalom stores are Jikely to 
emerge in different parts of the 
country. 

Shuval says that the new ex- 
eculive wants also “to develop what 
I would call financial exports.

ON THE first day of Pessah, Jews 
cease praying for rain, as they have 
done the past six months, and mark 
the ond of the rainy season with a 
poetical prayer for the other source 
of life-giving moisture — dew. 
There is a remarkable difference 
in the liturgy between the two. Dur- 
ing the rainy season the duily prayer 
adds the bringing down of rain to 
the attributes of God, and Jews also 
pray for rain in the daily Amida: 
“and give dew and rain for a bles- 


During the succeeding half-yeur, 
only the Sephardi rite adds, “Who 
causeth the dew to descend,” and in 
nelther do Jews actually pray for 
dew, 

The reason for this is given in the 
Jerusalem Talmud (Ta'anit 4n) in 
the name of R. Berechiah, though it 
does not refer directly to the 
liturgical usage. “The Congregation 
of [srael made an improper request 
to God when they said ‘He shall 
come to us as the rain’ (Hosea 6.3), 
but the Holy One, blessed be He, 
said to them: "Ye have asked for 
something which is al some times 
desirable, but at others not so; |, 
however, will grant you something 
which is always desirable,” us il 1s 
said (also in Hosea, 14.6) ‘I will be 
as dew lo Israel.’ * For rain canbe a 
very mixed blessing. 

In a parallel passage in Canticles 
Rabba 8.5, the inconveniences rain 
can cuuse are enumerited ΤῚΝ an 
inconvemence 10 wayfarers and 
those travelling by sea, us lor those 
who are engaged in plastering their 
roofs, or engaged in treading the 
grapes in the winc vats, storme corn 
in their barns and for those whose 
water reservoirs are full to the 
brim." Other passages refer to the 
washing away of the valuable top 
soil by disastrous floods (Ta‘anit 
22b), 

On the other hand, the gentle dew 
is always an unmixed blessing. 

This little disquisition raises an in- 
teresting little point in our Jiturgy. 
When we say, as we have for the last 
six months, “And give dew and rain 
for a blessing,” the word translated 
“for a blessing” applies to the rain 
only, since it may well be otherwise; 
dew, however, is always a blessing. 
May we be richly blessed with it 
during the summer months. 


Yeshiva study may 
cause myopia 


The yeshiva system of study may 
be conducive to myopia, because 
students read texts printed in small 
type faces of different sizes while 
swaying back and forth. The con- 
stantly changing focua may be the 
‘cause of the trouble, 

This is suggested by the findings 
of a study conducted several years 
ago by a team of Jerusalem 
ophthalmologists and reported in 
Harefuah, organ of the Israel 
Medical Association. 

In ‘the study, 167 high-school-age 


’ pupils of the Kol Tora Yeshiva in 


the capital's Bayit Vagan quarter 
were examined and 46.7 per cent of 
them were found to be myopic — 
the highest known rate in the world 
for that age group, This compares 
with a 24.6 per cent of the 187 male 
pupils of the nearby Boyar high 
achool who were examined, 
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
